Senator Brookhart (R) of Iowa,

Borah related his views aa fol­ 
lows: 
“Thera ara three problems—The 
reduction of m arketing costs in the 
home m arket: the handling of the 
surplus: and tariff relief to keep 
out foreign competition. One farm 
bill, like the McNary measure can 
not possibly solve the problem. 
“The farm er today Is paying BO 
cents on the dollar to m arket hie 
crops in this country. This Is his 
real immediate problem. The rem e­ 
dy is .to build up the home m arket 
and second to place his products 
In the home m arket w ithout letting 
him he robbed. If th at can be ae- 
compUahed, It very nearly settlas 
(ha farm problem. 
“The 
whole 
problem, however, 
cannot bp settled by d single bill. 
“There are a half dosen differ­ 
ent phases. Canadian railroads giva 
preferential rates to farm ers. 
We 
m ight do something about provid­ 
ing preferential rates to American 
farm ers during tha m arketing sea­ 
son. Then there 
is 
the 
surplus 
problem and th% tariff protection 
th at is necessary to protect the 
home market. 
AU these phases 
cannot be handled this w inter co 
th a t’s tha reason why there m ust 
be a special session.’’ 
Borah m aintained 
the McNary 
bill, which Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardine approved, would not settle 
the farm problem. He said it relat­ 
ed only to the m ajor erops and th at 
the other crops 
havs a 
greater 
m arketing value. 
“No attention is given to perish- 
ship crops,” he said. 
’’W e m ust 
reduce the middle m an’s profits on 
■bch crops and wo m ust give the 
farm er some control over his prod­ 
uct until It reaches t'he consumer. 
N o# lf he ships his perishable crop 
to a m arket 1000 miles away, he 
loses all control and m ust accept 
any price the commission man of­ 
fers—or else his product perishes 
en a side track. 
’’W e probably will have to experi­ 
m ent w ith some form of relief. Cer­ 
tainly the problem cannot be set­ 
tled offhand. It requires ‘real study 
and careful experiment. 
“Ae for the tariff, we know w hat 
we can do. 
The relief in definite. 
There is no reason to w ait until 
next fall. If the m anufacturers don’t 
w ant tariff revision now, they don't 
havp to ask for it. The farm ers do 
and it has been promised them and 
congress m ust do it this spring.” 
“Would passage of the McNary 
btu now and a special session in 
September for tariff reform, satis­ 
fy your group?” he was asked. 
“Certainly not.” he replied. 
Brookhart said: 
“We are assured of a special ses­ 
sion. The house will not act on farm 
relief a t this session. 
W e w ant 
Hoover's brand and 
we w ant It 
whils he’s In the W hite House to 
guarantee it. As for the new Mc­ 
N ary bill, I will fight It.

28.—(UP)—Family life it racing towards 
decadence at a rapid rata, Dr. W. F. Osburn of the University of 
Chicago, told the American Sociological society in convention hove. 
Dr. Ogburn said that originally there were seven ties that brid 
families together—affection, economics, religion, protection, recrea­ 
tion, education and fanuly status. 
'There remains of these original ties now only the tie of af­ 
fection which really binds," he said. "The other six, while not en­ 
tirely gone, era nearly lo and it is only that first one which holds 
most families together now. 
"Those seme seven ties held the primitive, prehistoric family 
together. 
In the middle ages those ties became stronger and the 
graphic line went up. It Remained up for a time and then slumped 
and we are now far down below where we were in primitive times."

tion and accused Bolivia of m ak­ 
ing the advance by “taking advan­ 
tage of the order given Paraguayan 
troops to cease hostilities.” 
This information “shows Bolivia 
has not compiled w ith its prom ­ 
ises and a very grave 
situation 
again is created because Paraguay 
alone cannot avoid new fighting,” 
the note said. 
The Bolivian and 
Paraguayan 
governments had declared all troop 
movements had been ordered clop­ 
ped after both had accepted the 
good offices of the inter-American 
conciliation 
gpufertnce 
here 
to 
mediate the recent boundary trou­ 
ble. 
It was feared the new develop­ 
m ent might delay the efforts of the 
conference to bring about a con­ 
ciliatory settlem ent of the dispute. 
Dr. M aurtua 
appeared 
greatly 
surprised a t the new 'developments. 
“I was under the impression last 
night after 
conferring 
with the 
Paraguayan delegate th at we would 
get a favorable reply from that 
governmept on the protocol sent it 
and Bolivia,” he told the United 
Press. 
“I will confer w ith the Paraguay­ 
an and Bolivian delegates as soon 
as possible find probably call a 
special meeting of my committee 
if the 
Paraguayan 
charges 
are 
brought out.” 
Bolivian M inister Dies de Medina 
told the United Press he had re­ 
ceived no official confirmation of 
these 
charges and 
until he 
had 
heard from his governm ent would 
make no comment. 
Secretory of S tate Kellogg ex­ 
pressed confidence today th at re­ 
ports of further trouble in the area 
disputed between Paraguay and Bo­ 
livia would not prevent peaceful 
settlem ent of th« international dis­ 
agreement. 
It was pointed out F ort Van- 
guardia which the Bolivians are a l­ 
leged by their neighbors to have oc­ 
cupied, is in a remote region but 
there was no indication of conflict 
or loss of life in this latest devel­ 
opment.

experts Insist, under-consumption, 
caused fruit revenue to fall 
from 
$2SI,418,000 In 1927 to 
2299.598.000 
this year, Hecks estimated. 
The 
tonnage 
and acreages, however, 
greater this year than last. 
Field tv.;,pa and citrus fruits both 
showed gains in production, ton- 
nagg and revenue during 1928. 
Field crop* brought the farmers 
$184,758,000 this year compared with 
$188,416,000 last year. 
Th# value of the bean crop was 
over six and a quarter million dol­ 
lars greater than the previous year 
and the value of the hay crop was 
nine and one-half million greater. 
Cotton showed the greatest 
in­ 
crease in area, 21S.OOO acres being 
harvested this ysar as against 128.- 
000 last year. The yield per acre 
was the same, m aking the revenue 
$lf,764,000 against $10,770,000. 
Applos, peaches and pears 
were 
record crops In California during the 
1028. 
Thera w ere 70,000 tons of 
peaehee unharvested. 
drap es were costly to their pro­ 
ducers In 
1028, 
bringing 
nearly 
■sven million dollars less than in 
1027. 
Although the orange 
crop 
can 
only be estim ated for the 1928-29 
season, there were Indications that 
the production would bring $102.- 
200.000 this season in comparison to 
$92,000,000 for the season of 1927- 
22. 
The area devoted to 
vegetables 
was about the same as last year, 
although there was a wide diversi­ 
fication of crops. D ata being com­ 
piled will indicate a total of 100.000 
cars of California vegetables ship­ 
ped this year against 96,000 in 1927. 
The revenue from vegetables was

A STAR TO FOLLOW 


MORE WAR SECRETS OUT 


When the Revolutionary government of Russia 
opened the archives, and revealed the secret treaties 
between the allies in the World war, as well as the 
diplomatic correspondence carried on just before 
and just after the beginning of the conflict, we be­ 
gan to find out that it was not such a holy war 
as we had been led to believe. 
The new govern­ 
ment in Germany, after the downfall and exile 
of the Kaiser, also opened up some secrets concern­ 
ing the Central Powers. 
Little by little the whole 
secret maneuvering* of all the nations have been 
coming out, and the high ideals for which the war 
was supposed to have been fought have disappeared. 
The lust for land, the desire to keep down some 
nations and reduce them to impotence, the spirit of 
revenge, and all die evil machinations of national 
self-interests—these were the dark spectres mas­ 
querading behind fervid patriotism and love of 
democracy. 
The last revelation has come from our own state 
department. 
Just why the secrets of the war cor­ 
respondence have been released by our government 
at this time is everybody's guess. 
But that it had 
some other motive than to let in light upon the 
tangled mass of contradictory facts which have 
been floating aimlessly about is something more 
than an idle opinion. 
Much of the correspondence 
between the President and the State Department with 
our diplomatic representatives abroad has been an­ 
ticipated by the letters of Ambassador Page, pub­ 
lished some years ago. and by the writings of Am­ 
bassador Gerard, who was our representative in 
Berlin during the first years of the war. 
But now 
we have the definite facts brought out into the full 
Ii«lit of day. 
This release by o u t State Department only serves 
to confirm what hat been rn growing conviction that 
pretty much all the nations were tarred with the 
same stick. If our own nation comes out of the af­ 
fair whiter than all the rest, it is because we either 
were fooled or we had not so much at stake as 
the other nations involved. 
In the communications 
of all ministers and ambassadors there is the same 
story of dickering, the tame jockeying for position, 
the same desire to jump in whatever direction would 
bring the selfish results desired. Belgium was per­ 
fectly willing to quit if Germany would withdraw 
her troops from her borders. 
Italy jockeyed with 
France, with England, with Austria and with Ger­ 
many, and finally jumped to the allied cause. Rus­ 
sia had Constantinople all sewed up. with complete 
control in the Balkan region. 
Bulgaria dickered 
with both sides, and jumped to the side of the Cen­ 
tral Powers because the offer from the Allied Pow­ 
ers came a little late. 
Roumanie had no interest 
save to get something from Bulgaria, and her hopes 
lay only in the direction of the Allied cause. 
So it went on until the Revolution in Russia tip­ 
ped over the whole kettle, and revealed the char­ 
acter of the unholy broth that had been cooked up. 
Whatever of real idealism was injected into the war 
was injected by our own government. 
But in the 
main features of the settlement, Woodrow Wilson 
was defeated at Versailles by those who had done 
the jockeying at the beginning. 
Those who had 
bargained demanded their pound of flesh, and most 
of them got it. 
Of course, some good came out 
of it all. 
The breaking of the military spirit of 
Germany, the opening of the Straits, the liberation 
of subject peoples from hateful tyrannies, and many 
other things came out of the conflict; but that was 
incidental; it was not the main purpose. This we 
know, that if the facts were known in 1914 and 
immediately after, as they are known now, the peo­ 
ples of the different nations would never have con­ 
tented to the terrific waste and slaughter. We hope 
our readers have examined in detail the secrets re­ 
vealed by our State Department. 


It is refreshing to chronicle something different 
in Hollywood. 
The news almost daily, from diet 
colony, is of fist fights over women, drunken and 
licentious parties, and utter lack of conventions in 
conjugal relations, and rapid fire divorces and re­ 
marriage.

He was a graduate of Occidental 
product of a small Christian college. 
He no doubt 
laid the foundations of his upright life while im­ 
bibing learning with Christian professors. 
He did 
not forget or cease to practice the things he learned. 
An outstanding athlete and full of the joy of Irv­ 
ins. he was a fine example to boys evejgwhere, and 
particularly to the Boy Scouts with whom he loved 
to work. 
He died with an expression of love for his wife 
upon his lips. He left his estate to his mother and 
his son at the request of his wife, as she said she 
had enough for her own. 
We have always believed there were good men 
and women in the movie colony of Hollywood. Fred 
Thompson proved it. No doubt there are many oth­ 
ers. 
The worst always comes to the top in the 
day's news, and the thousands who live normal lives 
are not news. We sometimes misjudge even a com­ 
munity by its worst characters because we read 
only of them.

The ques­ 
tion arises, where should one’s service to his com­ 
munity begin as something apart from his private 
affairs) Both are Wrrwcven into the fabric called 
achievement. Under bt» complex mode of living it 
would be difficult to define die relationship between 
what a man owes to himself and family on the one 
hand. and what he owes to society on the other. 
P^e may become ever so successful so far as ac­ 
quiring wealth is concerned, and yet not leave to 
the community or to posterity anything by which to 
advance the cause of civilization or which will add 
to the comfort and convenience of those outside his 
own family circle.

A woman who Is the mother of IO children has 
been sentenced In Michigan to the penitentiary 
for life under the habitual criminal act of that 
state, which makes such a sentence compulsory 
upon the fourth conviction for felony. 
She was 
convicted the fourth time of selling liquor. A man 
is now serving time under exactly the same cir 
cumstances. 
This has led to much mlsapprehen 
Bion and ignorant comment, to the effect that 
Michigan is sending women to prison for life for 
selling boose. 
That Is not the case. 
New York has had an habitual criminal act for 
some years, requiring heavier sentences for prev­ 
ious convictions. 
California has a somewhat sim­ 
ilar law. ' Several other states also are trying to 
combat the habitual criminal menace in various 
ways. Michigan copied New York, but made a life 
sentence compulsory upon 
a 
fourth 
conviction. 
The act applies to liquor offenses no more than 
to all others. Any sort of felony conviction counts. 
It so happens In these two cases that the last fel­ 
ony was a liquor one, and In her case all of them 
were. 
If a women old enough to have IO children 
continuously breaks the law is not an habitual crim­ 
inal, then a new definition la necessary. 
I It seems that the father la already serving a 
penitentiary sentence. 
With such parents the dan­ 
ger of the state having on Its hands a whole fam­ 
ily of habitual criminals la far from remote. 
It 
appears that sale of liquor for support of the 
children is not necessary. 
Several of them are 
old enough to contribute to the family support, but 
it is more than likely that their training under such 
conditions has not been of the highest type of 
citizenship. 
Michigan Is not trying to uphold tbs 
prohibition law with life sentences. 
She Is msrely 
trying to check the expandng crime evil, and a fam­ 
ily of this sort seems a very likely place to do the 
checking.

Tests With S-4

After the sinking of the submarine 8-4 off Prov­ 
incetown a year ago the charge was mads that 
the Navy department had been delinquent In adopt­ 
ing safety devices proposed by Inventors. Tho an­ 
swer then made was that most of them were of no 
use. 
Even rings attachable to a submarine were 
pronounced to be Impracticable. 
But the Navy 
Department has since shown a commendable wil­ 
lingness to test plans for the security of crews. 
Nothing could be more convincing than the use 
of S-4, raised after the disaster, for experimenting. 
To her hull were fastened “pad eyes,” or rings, for 
shackling with pontoons to demonstrate the worth 
of the device. Would It hold when the great strain 
of the derrick haul was applied? 
S-4 was lowered 
until she settled on the bottom at a depth of sixty 
feet, and then the divers of the old salvage ship 
Falcon went to work. 
Progress was slowly made, for it was desirable 
that every step should give the salvage crews 
familiarity with the work. 
It would have been 
foolish to attempt a record. 
A good deal of time 
would always have to be taken to fasten lifting 
chains about an embedded submarine. The handling 
of the pontoons when all was ready for raising waa 
a ticklish Job. Th» tests will go on for about four­ 
teen days. One of them is peculiarly technical—the 
capacity of divers operate from tho submerged 
chamber.

Bankers must be what all hankers are supposed to be, and 
prize fighters must have cauliflower ears and be rough bruisers 
whether they are or not. 
George Ade says: “Give th# people 
what they want.” 
The idea of Interviewing* is to tell people what they expect 
to hear, not report the facta as you find thorn, nor a man’s ideas 
as he expresses them. 
He must run true to form. 
If ho I» a 
bishop, for Instance, with sporty tendencies and worldly tastes 
you must not tell the people about them, but you must put words 
in his mouth that he ought to speak whether he speaks them 
or not. 
To be a good Interviewer yon must make a man say what 
you want him to say. Ho must have the Ideas that you want him 
to have whether he has them or not. 
As a matter of fact great men as well as little men are 
lumen. They have all sorts of human foibles. 
Perhaps Mrs. Grundy Is to blame for our Ideas of great men. 
She Is apt to catch hold of any little slip that any of them may 
make and magnify it.

WOODROW 
Seventy-two years ago today, in 
Staunton, Virginia, the mystery of 
birth gave life to a baby who was 
destined to grow to the stature of 
a statesman. 
Four years ago, after meeting 
and missing several appointments 
with destiny, tho broken body and 
brave spirit of this Virginia baby 
become a statesman were swallow­ 
ed up in tho mystery of death. 
Few men In human history knew 
the extremes of deification and 
damnation that came to Woodrow 
Wilson. 
Surely we are far enough from 
tho passion and partisanship that 
beat about hia head, for mo, a 
Republican, In this avowedly non­ 
partisan column, to atop for a mo­ 
ment 
today to lay a comment 
upon 
tho tomb of this distin­ 
guished leader. 
However skeptical of Its practi­ 
cality, none, I think, will cars to 
dispute tho spiritual discernment 
and moral audacity of his dream 
of a new world In which all na­ 
tions—large and small—should be 
freed 
by self-determination and 
federated by self-dedication to a 
world-wide 
co-operation. 
His blue-prints of a 
federated 
world may need extensive revis­ 
ion, but his bravo faith that a 
federated 
world is 
possible 
la 
likely to 
haunt th* councils of 
diplomacy for a century to come. 
Why did not Mr. Wilson climb 
nearer to his goal? 
Others have 
sought for tho rusted link- in his 
armor, and 
have 
explored 
his 
spirit for signs of inherent weak­ 
nesses. 
I cannot Join those who saw In 


WILBON 
him but aa opportunist ha 
his wares at Parte. 
Short of 
withdrawal from the Peaoe Con­ 
ference cr a daring appeal to 
masses of the world over tho h 
of their governments, I think 
did his hest to tune the Jangling 
Interests of conflicting national­ 
ism into some sort of harmonious 
International procedure. 
But his beet was not equal to 
the task; and I think his momen­ 
tary "failure” was a by-product 
of tho sublimity of hie dream and 
his too complete absorption In IL I 
think we may say of him what 
has boon said of Massing the man 
who dreamed of a now Italy 
Wilson dreamed of a new wortd. 
Ho had his hour of disillusion­ 
ment which comes to every high 
priest of tho Ideal. 
Ho did not accurately gauge the 
inertia of his associates, but read 
his own shining faith Into them. 
Ho was impatient of men who 
temporised, 
detested 
diplomacy, 
and thought a straight line Was 
tho shortest distance between two 
points. 
Tho Ideal had such compelllni 
power over his own mind that 
did not 
understand 
men 
wh 
shrank from its demands. 
Ho too frequently exaggerated 
tho strength of his own side and 
underrated that of the enemy. 
These were poor qualities for i 
conspirator, and, sad to say, aret 
tho servants of 
tho 
Ideal 
must 
match wits with men who havi 
th# conspirator’s technique. 
In diplomacy good must stir 
bo done by stealth.
